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Zgorzelec (Goerlits) which had 2 prewar population of approximately 98,000 
people hae suffered very little damage. The western section of tow divided — 
by the Neisse River from the eastern part is occupied by the Soviet army; 
 gpart feo the barracks. there are no military installations. At the present 
time, there are only an estimated 200 to 300 men belonging to an armored unit 
stationed in the barracks, Few soldiers of the Soviet army and military 
vehicles are to be seen im the streets. 


Besides the Komandatma, there is an MVD commande in Zgorselee (Gcerlits). is 
located - on Berlinerstrassesan! ig of considerable strength. There are many 
informers who work fox the MVD, most of whom’. are Germans and the rest are 
Ruselans wearing’ civilian clothing and mostly speaking good German. According 
to the residents, there are about ons hundred of these Russian informers who live 
partly in the barracks, partly ln private billets. 


The section of town which is siimated east cf the Neisse river consigta of about 

one third of the entire clty area (named Goarlitz-Meuss), It contains the 

municipal power-stetions ancl alse the bulk of the barracks buildings. ‘the 

largest barrack compound is the “Kleist-Kaserne", consisting of 13 single 

bulldings, ‘here ave also the Courbiere and the * Hermann-barracks with a total 

of seven or aight buildings. These three barracks compounds are Iccated at 

the southern end of the eastern section of the city. Obserwations made re~ 
peatedly fren the western bank of the Nelage river and axtending beyond south 

of of Zgorelec(Goarli ta) disclosed a tight border control. Polish infantry mon, 

song of then working In teams of twos, and equipped with automatic pistole, 

aye patrolling the gpposite bank of the Nelsse at intervals of 50 to 100 meters...
